WASHINGTON, Aug. 31. -[By the Aseo- 
ciated Press|}: Anderson Gratz of St. Louis 
was called asthe first witness before the 
Committee on Manufactures today in the 
inquiry as to alleged cotton-bagging trusts. 

He said that the variation in prices of 
two-pound bagging from 1577 to 1857 has 
been from 1057 cents per yard in 1877 to L1*> 
The 
price of jute butts has been lower this 
August than in any’ previous August. For 
the last ten years the price of cotton bag- 
ging during August had varied from 11 
cents to cénts per yard. number of 
contracts between witness’s firm as agents, 
and of other cotton-bag firms in the United 
States, were produced with a view to show- 
ing the steps taken by the cotton-bag man- 
ufacturing firms to control the production 
and provide for its sale &t stipulated prices. 
The object of the agreement was to enable 
the parties to it to obtain and maintain con- 
trol of the cotton bagging produced in this 
country for the present season.. The trust 
has secured control of about two-thirds of 
the bagging in the country, the remaining 
‘third, about 15,000,000 yards, being 
produced by persons who are not 
in any way connected with the trust, 
The contract shows that the agreement 
is between the firms of L. Waterbury & Co, 
of New York city, party of the first part, 
and the Charles Bugging Manufacturing 
Company, Nevins & Co, of Boston, the 
New York Bagging Company, the Eagie 


Standard Mills Bagging Company, Luncie 
Bagging Manufactoring Company and the 
Empire Bagging Company, parties of the 
second part. The parties of the second 
part agreed to seli and delivery to L. Water- 
bury & Co. all the bagging on hand when 
the contract was made, ahd such as might 
thereafter be acquired or manufactured by 
thew during the yeari888, Waterbury & Co, 
act as.a Génter of correspondence, through 
which the increase and reduction in price 
is brought about. It-is agreed that the 
profits and losses shall be shared in pro- 

rtion. The sales and prices of cotton 
agging are determined bya majority of 
the members of the second part. 

The _asreement took etfect April 16th 
‘ast. Sipce-thon two milis signing the 
agreement have failed to start, and probably 
a dozen or more outside of the trust have 
closeu down previous to and since the 
agreement, was culminated, ‘The first set 
ot prices of cotton bagging was waco in 
+ New York by the trust about the middle of 
July. At the proposition of witness 91¢ 
cents was then fixed as the price. On 


Warren, Jones & Gratz, in conjunction 
with the several firms which they repre- 
j sented, was two-thirds of all the productive 
capacity of the South, but they actually 
produced seven-elghths of all that was pro- 
duced in the Suuth. Since the price was 
fixed in July, members of the trust had 
advanced the of cotton baggin 
cents a yard. he present price of a cotton 
bag in this country is 3 cents higher than. 
that at which the ‘foreig ‘ranufactured 
product can be brought here inclusive 
of freight charges. This was due to the 
fact that the production of the material in 
this country was confined to afew firms, 
Probably 60 per cent. of thé’ bagging was tn 
the hands of retail dealers and the other 40 
per cent. was in the hands of manufactur- 
ers, If the duty on bagging and jute was 
left inchanged, witness thought the trust 
would go out of existence, and if those art - 
cles were admitted free the firms would run. 
acorner every other year. ‘The needs of 
the planter were absolute and imperative, 
and he must have bagging, no matter what 
it cost. During the last three or tour years 
there was little bagging imported, the do-. 
mestic supply being equal to the demand, 
Charles A. Pearse of St. Louis, secretary 
of the Standard Bagging Company, one of 
the coucerns embraced in the trust, assented 
generally to the.testimony given by Gratz, 
and the committee adjourned till tomorrow.

STREET-SPRINKLING DISCUSSED 
AT SOME LENGTH. | 


Donegan's Proposition to Put Up 
Hydrants—An Important Commu- 
nication from Dr. Cowper in Ke- 
gard_to Glandered Horses — A 
Whack at McNeil—Other Matters 
of Interest.

The regular meeting of the Board of 
Health was held at the Mayor’s office yes- 
terday-afternoon, with_His Honor presid- 
ing, and Messrs. Humphreys, Hanley and 
Cojlins and Dr. Keese in attendance, Mr.

The matter of the contract with the City, 
Water Company.for putting up sprinkling 
hydrants, keeping them in repair and fur- 
nishing water for sprinkling purposes for 
two years at $2 per hydrant for 10 months 
of the year was called up, and the Mayor 
stated that, owing to pressure of business, 
he had been unable to attend to it, but 
would be present at the next a ef 
the directors, which would be on the 5th of 
September, when he would . ascertain 
whether or not the water company would 
enter into such a contract. maT 

Dr. Reese reported that he had closed the 
smallpox hospital, ail the patients having 
recovered, The Doctor stated that there 
was not acase in the city or surrounding 
country that he ‘knew of, and all precau- 
tions would be taken to prevent its intro- 
duction. 

In the matter of the new hospital, it was 
stated that as the board had n enjoined 


-from going ahead with the work, they were 


ikely to be de ayed until it would too 
late to put up the building this year, and, 
on the suggestion of Mr. Collins, it was de- 
termined to try and have the case decided 
at once, so that they would know what 


‘could be done. 


Mr. Horner, Superintendent of Street 
Sprinkling, reported that there were now 
45 carts employed, and that the work was 
being done in a satisfactory manner.

stating that glanders was epidemic in cer- 
tain quarters, and offéring a number of 
suggestions for the suppression of the dis- 
ease. Among other things, the Doctor rec-: 
ommends the removal of the public water- 
ing troughs througout the city tor the pres- 
ent, and the discontinuance of grading 
camps in the city limits, calling spe- 
cis} attention to those of . Bur- 
lingame, which are centers of in- 
fection, and most of the appurtenances 
of these places, he says, should be burned. 
The Doctor aiso called attention to the 
ractice of shooting glandered horses and 
eaving them in the river bed, saying that 
such animals should be deeply buried, and 
when possible, should be burned, and 
censured Mr. McNeil, who has the contract 
for removing dead animals, for not being 
more prompt in disposing of them. After 
some debate, the communication was re- 
ferred to the Board of Supervisors. 

A representative of S. M. Perry & Co., 
who have .the contract for putting in 
sprinkling hydrants, appeared befure the 
board to answer certain charges of over- 
charging in putting up the hydrants. He 
said that such was not the case, but the 
work was done as cheaply as possible. In 
answer to Mr. Gibbs’s statement at the last 
meeting of the board, that the hydrants 
could be put up for half what the city was 
now paying, Mr. Horner said that such was 
not the case, as he had been to see Mr.

Lambie, stating the cendition of the work 
on Griftin avenue, ant asking him to. allow | 
me to draw $4000 or $5000, Ss answer was: 
“T will not allow you anything until the 
street is..finished.”’ Seeing that I would 
not get justice from Mr. Lambie, I placed 
my case before the Ceuncil, asking several 
members to inspect thé street before the 
meeting of the Council. I | took 
Dr. Sinsabaugh over the street on Monday 
-morning, so as to enable him to see for him- 


thing that I was not entitled to. The fact 
that there was net a dissenting vote to the 
motion to allow my bill, shows that the 
Council looked at my request as a purely 
business proposition, to wit, 1 had done the 
work and they were willing to pay me some- 
thing on account.

Gen. Harrison Given a Great Reception at Pat- 

in-Bay—Secretary Litchman of the Knights 
Labor Resigns to Work 
for Protection—Notes. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Boston, Aug. 31,—[By the Associated 
Press.} Gen. Benjamin F. Butler this even- 
ing addressed a large audience in Tremont 
Temple on the tariff and fisheries questions. 
Theoretically, he said, free trade between 
all nations, as between men, is correct in 
principle; that is, if all nations in all things 
were exactly on the same footing; but such 
conditions of equality carnot exist among 


the question of free trade become useless. 
Said Gen. Butler: “I cite the President on 
my side as. against free trade, but I must 
confess at the same time that the President 


he can. 1 believe if he had know, as I. 
know, how much a protective tariff has 
done for American workingmen, his tariff 
message would never have been penned. 
It is not his fault, but the laboring man’s 
nisfertune that he did not know the facts.” 
_ The speaker declared it as’ his opinion 
that dufing the late war we owed to the ef- 
fects of the protective tariff the means 
‘which upheld the unity of our people, the 
consolidation of our Government, the fiory 
ef our,achievements, and the militar 
power of our country, and ded: ‘Is it 
not a matter of remark that the attempted 
destruction of our protective system comes 
from those who did not defend the life of 
the country. in that war, and a majority of 
whom mourn the: cause which the protect- 
ive tariff caused to be lost to them?” 

Gen. Butler attagked the Mills Bill, and 
then turned his attention to the fisheries 
question. Touching upon the various 
treaties that had been in force between the 
United States and Great Britain, he said: 
“T-agree with the @resident that the bill 
giving him the power of retaliation was a 
poor bill, unworthy of the dignity of the 
United States Government, aud if he had 
vewed -it on that ground, I would have 
been quiet and inclined to support him. My 
criticism of the bill is that it contains an en- 
actment in regard to keeping the vessels and 
goods of Canadians in the British d miuion 
of North America out ef our ports. When we 
learn that in these North American British 
possessions our vessels are kept out of port, 
oi why don’t you take the bull by the 

orns and. give the President the power and 
right whenever he finds that a single ve®el, 
however small, is kept out of auy British 

rt or anywhere treated unlawfuily, to 

eep out of the ports of the United States 
every British vessel, however great, until 
that wrong shall berighted. Retaliate the 
wrongs done to fishermen by Canadians b 
action against the Cunard steamships sail- 
ing under the ensign of the British Govern- 
ment, and the thing will be brought to an 
end, The first question that springs to the 
lip is, ls the President in earnest? If yes, 
let him enforce retaliation by the power he 
has had since March, 1887. If he will do

Foster would act as 
master of ceremonies. .Gov. Foster made a 
few remarks, and introduced Gen. Harri- 
son, who spoke as follows:

and mighty and happy Nation. We are 
here today as Americans, proud of the flag 
that symbolizes this great United States, 
proud of the story that-has been written by 
our fathers in council, in war, in the forma- 
tion and defense and perpetuation of our 
magnificent institutions. Wé are here in 
the immediate neghborhood of one of . those 
great historic events that was among the 
most potential agencies in settling our title 
to the great Northwest. 1f we had stood 
where we stand today we could have heard 
the guns of Perry’s fleet. if we had stood 
where-we stand today we could have wel- 
comed him as he came a victor into Put-in 
Bay. These institutions of ours are in our 
own keeping now, and not only our funda- 
mental 
won by those who have ‘gone before. 
Il may, therefore, properly say today that 
campaign like this demands the 
thoughtful consideration of every Ameri- 
can voter. The story of our pros- 
perity, of our development in wealth, 
of our achievements in finance as 
a Nation since and during the war is aimost 
as notable and admirable as that of our 
achievements in arms.

A Moderate Yiéla—Prices Expected 
to Advance.. 

SAN Francisco, Aug. 31.-(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The special committee of 
the Grape-growers and Wine-makers’ 
Union completed their report today. The 
committee recommends as aremedy for low 
prices the suppression of all inferior grapes 
and. wines, and. advises. the drying of ail 
grapes of theMission and Malvoisiejvarieties. 
The committee estimates that on account 
of insects, etc., the State will make less 
wine than in 1886, but a little more than in 
1887. 

The report says: *“‘We believe that a liberal 
estimate would amount to 17,000,000 gallons. 


-Of this 12,000,000 gallons will be: made in 


coast counties. Of remainder, from the 
interior, a large part is annually converted 
into brandy and sweet wines. Altogether, 
over 4,000,000 gallons of wine will be dis- 
tilled, leavingin the neighborhood of 13,- 
gallons to be offered for sale during 
coming year. We find that 
consumption of wines on _ this 
will be about 5,500,000

production. We estimate‘the total amount 
of 1886 and 1887 wine in the makers’ hands 
at 4,000,000 gallons, only about one-third of 
which is for sale.

HANGED. 


Execution of Cox at San Andréas—A 

Horribie Spectacle. 

San ANDREAS, Aug. 31.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] George W. Cox was hanged 
here today for the murder of his son-in-law, 
Henry G. Cook, last November. 

The condemned man was taken from his 
cell at 10:35, and when he reached the 
scaffold he took a seat and asked if the rope 
and knot were all right.
